The persistent myth and half-truth, which is a whole lie, continually circulates about Veterans Affairs 
medical care in toto being better than or on par with the private sector. That veterans get ‘free’ health care and other 
unearned entitlement at taxpayer expense in contrast to what the general public receives, which many civilians envy as 
unearned privilege. “The whole lie’ about these misnomers is untruth by omission of pertinent facts, which 1s 
‘misperception propaganda’ to rhetorically make VA appear much better that what it is in reality. 

First Fact: The Big Lie. Adolf Hitler once quipped, “ [When telling a public lie, tell the biggest lie possible, 
mixed with a grain of truth so that masses will believe it...” OV Adolf should know for all the ‘porkys’ he and his 
Nazi’s got away with telling during WW2. Those folks wrote the book “Effective Mass Lying 101.” VA PR refined 
that to a fault. One pervasive half-truth 1s that veterans get ‘free’ healthcare and benefits on par or better than private 
sector, which is now a commonly believed, persistent, propagandized, whole lie.

Kizer among his many accomplishments, reformed VA; he modernized the VA’s computer systems, fired 
poor-performing doctors, support staff, and established private-sector-style metrics to measure the VA’s performance 
on things like patient wait times, care quality, service, etc. In other words, during his five-year tenure, armed with 
Oval Office authority, not more and more budget money, Hillary and Kizer reformed VA into a top-performing 
healthcare and benefits institution, which became a jealously envied crown jewel by the US private sector medical 
industry. Wrested from entrenched, status quo ‘good old boy and girl‘ interests, dead set against them derailing their 


gravy trains, Hillary and Kizer created a long overdue mammoth train wreck from them to provide quality Veteran 
healthcare and the benefits they earned and deserved for the very first time in VA history. However, all good things

Second Fact: the only good healthcare I received from VA was not from its medical staff. VA cannot hire 
and/or keep good, competent staff doctors, therapists or nurses. If these people had anything going for them, none 
would be working at VA. According to civilian medical nurses and doctors that I spoke to about their experiences 
working there, “listing VA as previous employer on a resume is career suicide except, maybe, when working at an 
‘ambulance chasing, clap clinic,’ said one vociferous, experienced nurse who was nobody’s fool. She worked at five 
VA hospitals as a job shopper and had very negative experiences to share about them all. On her resume, she listed the 
contract company that hired her NOT the VA to get around career sinking stigma associated to the agency. The other 
five doctors and nurses all said the same as she when considering their experiences working at VA either as temps or 
residents during medical school. 

Why I used VA is very complicated. Over forty years ago after discharge from military, I attempted to use it 
for benefits that “I earned and deserved” and the whole mess was a sham from the get-go. Like over 90% of all US 
vets that do not use VA at all, | abandoned it for civilian sector healthcare and other benefits. VA’s skewed numbers 
cite that at over 87% of all veterans do not use it at all. The corporation actually only directly cares for less than 10% 
of the total US veteran population cosuming an annual budget of nearly 400-billion dollars annually and cannot get 
that right! Out of a 400-billion dollar annual budget, only fifty-cents of every five dollars goes to veteran care. Who 
and what is getting the rest of it?! Then life or death circumstances beyond my control forced me into that nightmare, 
which is an understatement, from 2017 — 2020. To condense my experiences of VA-hell-care, the only good medical 
treatment received during those three years was from contract nurses, doctors, and residents briefly employed to treat 
veterans. VA claims to be avant-garde in many areas of care. What it does not tell you is that outside medical 
resources are doing that ‘care’ not its incompetent medical staff, which is nothing more than desk clerks with, maybe, 
an MD or nursing license. Getting care from one of them 1s like going to the USPS or DMV for it. They are almost 
immune from malpractice indemnity so do not suffer consequences for harming, crippling and killing patients. One of 
the selling points used to attract these people to VA is that employed nurses and doctors do not need to purchase 
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expensive malpractice and other liability insurance, and the bureau is not at all fussy about qualifications. Can you 
spell doctor and nurse? Bingo, you are hired!! Consequently, qualified medical staff shortage is so acute; VA uses 
incompetent nurses in place of doctors with fancy titles like NP, APN and PA — nurse practitioner, “A” practicing 
nurse and physician assistants. In one of the worst personal instances, I underwent over 7 months of primary care NP 
mistreatment - 1.e., she could not read lab results well enough to describe them to a patient. I was suffering from 
severe hypertension and related kidney failure and her Rx was call 911 1f you have signs of stroke or heart attack, and 
then sent me home without treatment. While seeing her, I again qualified to buy affordable medical insurance 
coverage and VA charged it for those services. By law if a vet has it, s/he must provide policy information to the 
agency for billing. Cost for each office visit and lab work - over $600.00 charged to my private health insurance. That 
is the dirty top secret behind three hundred thousand vet deaths during Obama’s Administration for those kept on 
secret waiting lists because priority went to paying customers for scarce resources. Is that not rationing? The 
untreated charity cases that government paid for anyway was money for nothing - four hundred billion-tax dollars 
annually. Whereas insured customers get priority. Is that not rationing? Her mistreatments forced my return to 
private sector care; where the cost for an office visit to see a real doctor, treatment and labs was $221.00 charged to my 
medical insurance plus small co-payments. If I enrolled in a private HMO, such as Humana, co pays are zero for much 
better care provided by real, competent doctors! In other words, Socialist, government provided substandard medical 
care costs are almost four times that of the civilian sector. That should give pause to anyone about pushing for single 
payer, government provided, Socialized medical care in America!! People will get far less if anything while paying far 
more than ever before. Two women veterans who now get all their care under State Medicaid said, “ My care by 
Medicaid doctors is much easier and better to receive and free to me including drugs because my income allows that 
benefit. The women’s VA was awful, incompetent and I had to co pay for meds. J had to find something better...” 
Now people will cite horror stories about private healthcare. Obviously, they are not acquainted with them at VA. For 
instance and most damning of all is that I have yet to know of a single patient suicide on private clinic or hospital 
premises protesting bad healthcare! Whereas 24 veterans died by suicide during an 18-month span between 2017-2019 
on VA campuses, many self-immolated on premises and off, adjacent to VA property. One did so on a hospital front 
steps. Self-immolations same as protesters who died on Red and Tiananmen Squares in Russia and China, 
respectively, in bringing awareness to human abuses in those communist countries. Russia’s and China’s abuses were 
nationally broadcast in our faces by American mass media. Yet, hidden to the public was veteran self-immolation, 
suicide on US government properties... Bureau staff ‘therapists’ using psychotic medications and psychiatric abuse 
during ‘therapy’ terrorized vets into suicidal psychosis then set the freaked out person loose to finish their murder by 
therapy. Murder is murder regardless of methods used to do it. Moreover, VA_employees consider any vet that 
threatens suicide or comes in for suicidal ideation treatment as harassing them! Yes, that is right, harassing VA 
employees, so they intimidate, minimize, and worry a vet out the door instead of helping s/he. Evidence a VA doctor 
that screamed, “Let him commit suicide I do not care” at a suicidal vet seeking emergency, mental healthcare. Zwo 
days later that is exactly what happened; the vet killed himself. The corporation gave that doctor a bonus. However, 
after press releases incited public outcry and bad opinion upon Washington DC lootership, VA discharged the doctor 
almost a year later for his crime of murder by proxy. Aforewritten is the reason for ongoing, growing, US veteran 
suicide epidemic: VA is causing it! Perhaps not all of it; but most all of it! One hundred vets per day die by suicide 
from lack of care from VA and America.

That agency is rightly considered the worst healthcare and benefits system in the entire 
country. Unless a vet is 100% disabled, nothing there is free at all. Co-payments for poor quality drugs and services 
are often higher than in civilian sector. When adding in sacrifices fulfilling military duty, associated injuries, plus total 
taxes paid to US treasury plus a vet’s medical insurance premiums our medical costs are far more than anyone in 
civilian sector pays!! I can go on at length about that house of horrors in its inhuman experiments on veteran human 
animals, plus now on dogs and cats while claiming to be an award winning healthcare system. Perhaps the Dr. 
Mengele, aka Dr. Death Award? If veteran welfare were core concern to Americans, Veterans Affairs Dept would not 
exist.
